5. Claims 36-38,47-48,62, and 72 rejected under 35 U.S.C. 112, first paragraph, as 
failing to comply with the written description requirement. The claim(s) contains subject 
matter which was not described in the specification in such a way as to reasonably 
convey to one skilled in the relevant art that the inventor(s), at the time the application 
was filed, had possession of the claimed invention. THIS IS A NEW MATTER 
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REJECTION. Claim 36 has been amended to recite the phrase "and is non-denatured." 
The specification as originally filed does not have support for the amended claim 
language. Therefore, this limitation is considered new matter. Applicant is invited to 
either specifically point to page and line number for such support or specifically describe 
how support is found in the specification as filed. 



*Note: Applicant's amendments to the claims have overcome the art 
rejections of record (both 35 USC 102(b) and 103(a)), however, if applicants 
amend the claims by removing the newly amendatory material, the art rejections 
will be reapplied for the reasons previously presented.
